3 cents more in October

October’s average food basket 
cost in Sikeston was only three 
cents m ore than the calculated 
cost for the Septem ber average 
food basket, making a total in­ 
crease of $1.41 since The Daily 
Standard 
began 
its 
monthly 
survey five months ago. 
The food basket cost for 42 
selected item s to Sikeston con­ 
sum ers averaged $30.64 at the end 
of October, compared to $30.61 for 
the same items in September. 
Food 
basket 
costs 
w ere 
averaged after a survey of six 
grocery stores — Sikeston IGA, 
Safeway, Liberty, S & S Discount, 
Marks Food Mart and B arkett’s 
Big Star — the sam e stores used 
in the previous surveys. 
The largest price increase for 
individual products in the past has 
been for five pounds of sugar, but 
this month sugar prices in the six 


local stores showed a one- cent 
decrease, which does not follow 
the national price rise for the 
product. 


Last month the average local 
price was up 75 cents from June 27 
w hen the first survey was taken.

month were registered by instant 
tea. Miracle Whip salad dressing, 
ice cream and lettuce. A three- 
ounce jar of Lipton instant tea 
was up 15 cents over the past 
month, while the price for Miracle 
Whip was up 13 cents. 
One-half gallon of vanilla ice 
cream increased the most, rising 
18 cents from the previous month, 
for a 4l-cent total increase over 
the July figure for the sam e 
product. A head of lettucce cost 12 
cents more this month, after 
falling tw o cents last month.

If insurance companies get their way , people will pay at 
least 10 per cent more for coverage on autos and homes in 
the near future. 
According to a U.S. News & World report, the culprit, 
again, is inflation - with rising costs of auto repairs, 
medical care and property claims causing widespread 
losses for insurance firms. 
Early this summer, companies began filing with state 
insurance commissioners for rate boosts on home in­ 
surance and similar requests for auto-policy increases are 
now ex pected. 
This comes at a time when government officials and 
consumer advocates argue that lower accident rates ~ 
resulting from slower speeds and less driving - merit a 
slash in auto insurance premiums. 
Most state insurance commissioners are holding 
hearings and have advised insurers not to take 
windfall 
profits. In some cases, commissioners have sought rate 
reductions. 
But in nearly every case, insurance firms have blocked 
proposed cuts, either through law suits or by convicning 
the commissioners that double-digit inflation has out­ 
weighed the effects of fewer auto accidents. In addition, 
insurance ex perts point out that over-all construction and 
home repair costs have increased more than 50 per cent 
since 1967. As a result, they say , many homes may be 
seriously underinsured unless owners have reviewed their 
coverage lately .

WASHINGTON - Not too long 
ago the leader of this strategically 
placed St. Louis, Mo., pipefitters 
local was removed by two bullets 
in the head and three slugs in the 
body . Later the tough y oung son of 
a dead criminal who once owned 
the union piled up considerable 
power as its business agent and 
“ someone” decided to resign him 
with a bomb. 
But it only blew off two legs and 
part of a hand. Today he operates 
under heavy body guard. 
Now it seems that the 1,600 to 
1,700 
members of St. 
Louis 
steamfitters Local 562 will try for 
a less bloody scheme of suc­ 
cession. A 47-y ear-old rank- and- 
file pipefitter, Bill Dolan, 
is 
running against the establishment 
in an election set for Dec. 14. The 
power post is called business 
manager. 
All of which in the television 
business we call an “ intro” tc 
another hooked-in story - which 
in this instance is the ill-famed 
local’s heavy political money 
spent on regional and national 
elections. 
This money is raised by the 
hundreds of thousands each y ear 
through what the federals call 
“ shoe box ” collection on the job 
sites -- and I have before me some 
fascinating figures. But first this: 
in the past, these monies have 
gone to the campaigns of the late 
Ly ndon J ohnson, Bob Kennedy 
and Sens. Eagleton, Sy mington 
and some members of the House. 
But that’s still another story . 
What’s intended here is to show 
how the labor movement does pay 
out upward of $25 million in just 
one 
congressional 
season 
to 
finance its political friends. 
Here is one bloody local which 
in the 1972 congressional y ear 
contributed $241,019 .44. And this is 
from just one of thousands of 
politically active locals across the 
land. This money was raised by 
the union’s Voluntary , Political, 
Educational, Legislative, Charity 
and Defense Fund. Note that the 
charitable contributions came tc 
$31,333 that y ear. The figures for 
1974 aren’t in y et, of course. 
Note 
too, 
please, that the 
union’s central treasury alsc 
makes charitable contributions -* 
$9 60 
in 
’72 
while 
it gave 
“ Christmas gifts to members,” 
worth $48,671.82. So y ou now know 
where its heart lies. 
The voluntary fund is collected 
each working day at the rate of $1 
a man and $2 for “ permit” 
worker. Of course, the union say s 
the collections are “ voluntary .” 
But only some 60 of Local 562’s 
hundreds of dues pay ers have 
refused to contribute. As they say 
in today ’s popular TV shows: 
“ Some voluntary !” 
But back to the range of 
“ volunt$ry ” 
money 
disbur­ 


sements. 
In 
19 72 
the fund 
“ collected” $368,880.85. To handle 
this sum, my document shows the 
union officials, or whoever moved 
the money , acknowledge spen­ 
ding 
$172,671.9 0 
on 
“ ad­ 
ministrative” 
costs. 
Someone 
must be getting paid construction- 
rate prevailing wages for sorting 
out the dollar bills. Who? 
Well, the union protested that 
the government had no right to 
these records. What records'7 
Well, the local’s secretary - 
treasurer “ does not have any 
records 
of 
the 
Voluntary , 
P olitic a l, 
E d u ca tion a l, 
Legislative, Charity and Defense 
Fund,’’ according to the union’s 
report 
to 
the 
govern­ 
ment. Further, 
in 
the annual 
report, the local’s officers were 
sufficiently candid tostate : “ The 
Union’s independent accountant 
has summarized the records ot 
the Voluntary (etc.) Fund based 
upon 
information 
furnished 
without verification. ” 
This union also is shot through 
(y ou can believe it literally ) with 
lucrative nepotism -- sons ol 
former officials and other close 
relatives 
have 
good jobs 
or 
pensions or high-priced autos as 
gifts. 
This local, which is at the inner 
gut of hundreds of millions ol 
dollars’ worth of construction, has 
a sordid record. Why then do 
Congressmen 
accept its 
con 
tributions? Sen. Sy mington is an 
astronautics buff. He should come 
in from outer space and look at 
the record. Sen. Eagleton is on the 
Labor 
and 
Public 
Welfare 
Committee - this means the 
public as well as labor. 
Apparently 
no 
standard 
of 
conduct is placed on the sources of 
political contributions no matter 
how large or small. 
The party ’s the thing. And 
political cash. The local’s con­ 
tribution ot “ Friends of Ly ndon 
J ohnson” back in one campaign 
y ear was $25,000 at least. 
Thus, there’s a moral as well as 
a political accounting due here. 
But since the actual money total 
spent by the labor movement in 
this past election is the key point, 
the ’72 contribution of this one 
local becomes significant in the 
controversy over whether labor 
has spent $5 million or $25 million 
or the now famed “ $100 million.” 
There is no way of totaling all 
union 
money spent. Not unless 
the 
contributions are 
com ­ 
puterized. 
This isn’t likely to develop. No 
one wants it. Political hunger is 
bipartisan. Actually , the supreme 
issue is not who gets the money , 
but what do they owe in return to 
such unions as the crime-and- 
bomb-rocked Local 562? And why 
don’t they try to help it right itself 
by putting the national spotlight 
on a truly democratic election 
Dec. 14? 
Then, at least, some of the 
public’s welfare would be served.
